'The wagon contained the registered 


•mail and remittance pouches from the 
branch postofflce 
In tho Stock Ex- 


change building and the Crllly build- 
-ing at Dearborn and Monroe streets. 


Later the wagon and mall pouches 


-were recovered In Klazie street, near 
.Rush. 
The pouches had been silt 


-with a knife and the packages taken 
out and rifled. 


The robbery was one of the boldest 


of recent months and evidently was 
planned by persons who had exact 
knowledge of what was In the col- 
lector's wagon and of the time the 
collections were made. 


The robbers also apparently knew 


that the driver of the wagon remained 
less than three minutes away from It 
while making his collection

Ho said the negro 
referred to had reviled him.

established reputation an apportioned 
sum not exceeding J3.00 per month, 
and nfter making from ten to 28 con 
secutlve contributions, becomes entit- 
led to a division by a sliding scale In 
amounts from $200 to $r.OO. of the sum 
lying to the credit of the fund In the 
bank at tho time; no one payment 
however to exceed $SOO. 


Tho Birthday Gift Is made only on 


presentation of evidence of a living 
birth to a member after It Is approv 
ed by at least ono member nf the Ad- 
vlsorv Board composed of prominent 
people. 


Quarterly dues of $1.00 provide for 


all the expenses connected with the 
operation of the enterprise. 


A magazine will also be published 


In connection with the plan under the 
auspices of the various woman's clubs 
of tho country which will bo sent 
to each of the members, giving spec- 
ial prominence to the physlclal, men- 
tal and moral training of children and 
subjects of Interest during tho pre- 
natal and nursing periods, thus broad- 
ening the Influence of woman's organ- 
izations by reaching n larger class of 
mothers not members of clubs. 


The idea has already been widely 


discussed among the various woman's 
clubs, and.has been favorably receiv- 
ed. 
It Is universally admitted by 


them that such an institution will be 
an Immense boon to thousands of 
women., 
It Is felt .that pecuniary 


embarrassments Incident In many cas- 
es prior to child-birth, affect tho un- 
born child to a degree Impossible to 
gitage. and that he knowledge that 
such a sum was forthcoming would 
go far to produce a stronger child, 
both physically and mentally. 


It would affect the character of the 


child. It Is asserted, and tend to large- 
ly Improve the caliber o£ corrjiii; 
generations by reason, of favorable 
pre-natal conditions. 


Although the projectors of the en- 


terprise ore unwilling to discuss their 
plans In detail at the present time, 
tho organization will be known as the 
Mothers' Birthday Club.

DECLINE IN GREAT SALT LAKE 


Low Waters of the Lake Cause Un- 


easiness: 
the United States Geo. 


logical Survey Requested to Inves- 
tigate Its Decline. 
Tho decline in the waters of Great 
Salt Lake, Utah, which has boon In 
progress for the last sixteen or seven- 
teen years, has become n matter of 
concern to local property owners and 
of much Interest to scientists. 
In tho 


fifteen years ending with 1800 the lake 
had fallen 9.9 feet, a decline moro 
serious than at first realized, as the 
latoe Is very shallow, averaging less 
than 20 feet, and as the eastern and 
western shores slope so gradually that 
a fall of a foot In the level exposes 
many square miles of bottom. 
Busi- 
ness Interest centering around tho lake 
have so suffered from the decline so 
that within the last twelve months n 
petition signed by a number of the 
prominent officiate of Utah was sent 
to the United States Geological Survey 
requesting an Investigation of 
tho 


phenomenon. 
Some light is thrown 


on the movements of the lake In the 
last (Twenty-second) Annual Report 
of the Survey. Part IV. now in press, 
in which a careful comparison of the 
rainfall records since ISfin has been 
made. 
It Is found that the low-wa- 


ter fluctuations cf the lake, on which 
there has been several since that 
time, correspond In a remarkable de- 
gree with the perlodii of deficient 
alnfnll. and it h»s further been dls- 
overcd that one Inch of rainfall per 
ear more or less upon tho watershed 
f the lake makes a difference of 0.20 
f a foot In the water level. 
This 


atlo. applied to the present low wa- 
er on the basis of the deficiency in 
nlnfoll for the Inst 
fifteen years, 


which amounts to 14.7 Inches, seems 
o account for loss than half of the 
resent fall, so that other causes for 
t must be found.

t has been suggested that tho In- 
reaso in irrigation of adjacent lands 
iy water taken from streams feed- 
ng tho lake has caused the lowering of 
ts waters.

POST CHECK CURRENCY 


Hon. H. A. Cnstle, auditor for the 


U. S. post office department, says 
in the July, 1902, North American Re- 
view: 


A measure Is now pending in con- 


gress embodying what is known as 
tho "Post-Check" system, which Is In- 
tended to furnish something moro sim- 
ple and accessible than money orders 
for ready use In making small remit- 
tances. To adapt these notes to their 
purpose it Is provided that the words 
'payable to bearer on demand" shall 
l)o eliminated; and tho words "pay- 
able to the payee named herein; pay 
able to the bearer If the-spaces are 
not fllle;!." be substituted. 
These 


notes •will thus pass from hand to 
hand as currency until the blank space 
Is filled. Thereafter they are only 
payable to tho payee; they can bo re- 
deemed at any money order office 
and they'will not again bo used as a 
circulating medium. 
They will find 


their way by legal channels to the 
United States treasury, where they 
will be handled and destroyed as mu- 
tilated currency. 
. This plan seems to be practicable, 
to accomplish several desired results 
simultaneously and to afford accom- 
modation to tho entire public at h 
minimum of labor and expense. The 
saving that would be effected by treat- 
Ing the" paid and cancelled notes are 
mutilated currency Instead of vouch- 
ers; the Intricate reports and Inter- 
minable columns of figures that would 
be abolished; the simplicity of ac- 
counting and certalnlty of correct ad- 
justments that would supercede pres- 
ent complications and unccrtalnltlcs, 
can only bo appreciable by those fam- 
iliar with the crude methods employ- 
ed In tho auditor's ofllce for bringing 
forty millions 
of money orders an- 


nually Into dubiously accurate rela- 
tions with the thirty thousand post- 
masters who Issued and pnld tli'om. 


Citizens should request their re- 


presentatives In congress to see that 
more convenient money Is furnished 
the people.

That was to 
the effect that they object to the com- 
mission approving any agreement in 
which the Independent operators arc 
not Included.

make a firm stand for some rccognl 
tion in the matter of a settlement 
with the miners. It is authoritatively 
stated they will not assume at attitude 
of belligerents when the committee 
meets the coal presidents, nor will 
they appear as supplicants. The Inde- 
pendents feel that if an increase In 
wages is agreed upon they will want 
some concession from the coal-carry' 
Ing railroads in order to compensate 
them for granting an Increase to the 
mitlers.
